by the use of the prism, each color hav­ 
ing a diffe: nit degree of refrangibility. 
When a dire t ray is refracted, there­ 
fore. it divides itscdf into the colored 
rays, which deviate variously from the 
straight line of the sinipie ray and 
thus surround the object viewed with a 
halo of those colors. 
It was thought

not he remedied, hut about 1750 a man 
named John Holland made an improve­ 
ment that accomplished tile desired 
purpose 
Ile found that flint glass and 
crown glass differ in their power <»f 
dispersing colors, and In* made a don 
hie lens of flint glims, and tile eomhii.a 
ti on of the two gives an almost color­ 
less image.

A n A rtificial A u rora. 
Not long ago in a lecture before the 
Royal society of 
London 
Professor 
Ramsey 
showed 
an 
experimental 
proof of the electrical nature of the 
northern lights. 
Between poles of a 
powerful electromagnet he suspended 
an exhausted glass globe containing at 
the top a metallic ring. An alternat­ 
ing current discharged through the 
ring in the globe produced an annular 
glow, and when a current was sent 
through the coils of the electromagnet 
the glow was deflected downward in 
■treamers resembling those of the au­ 
rora borealis. 
The spectrum of the natural aurora 
shows the presence of krypton, and in 
Professor Ramsey’s experiment kryp­ 
ton was produced in the discharge 
through the rarefied air within the 
globe. 


Wild G oat of Europe. 
Tho common wild goat is almost ex­ 
tinct in Europe—even from the Alps. 
where ho used to be commonly found 
The Piedmont mountains appear to 
be his last refuge, and even there ho 
has to be protected in the royal park 
of Gressoney, where about 300 bead 
are preserved. One or two of the can­ 
o n s are urging the federal govern­ 
ment to find resources for reacclima­ 
t i n g the wild goat. 
One or two pri­ 
vate efforts have been made, but the 
animal does not take kindly to them.— 
London Globe.

easily and cheaply grown, and prob 
ably no poultry stock returns more 
profit to the successful producer any­ 
where than turkeys. 
The question of 
profit from keeping turkeys simply re 
solves itself into the ability of the 
grower to bring them to a marketable 
size. 
The fact that turkeys from the time 
they are six weeks obi until winter 
sets in will gain the greater part of 
their entire living from bugs, grass­ 
hoppers and waste grain that they 
pick up In their wanderings over the 
range assures their existence through 
this period at little or no cost to the 
grower. They may be termed self sus­ 
taining foragers where they have suffi­ 
cient ranges. 
-Independent of the condition of the 
large markets, there is an opportunity 
for the smaller growers who live near 
towns and villages to dress their tur­ 
keys and sell them to private custom­ 
ers, and there are many people who 
are w filing to pay a good price for 
birds of superior quality. 
Among the half a dozen main va­ 
rieties of turkeys the Bronze and the 
Narragansett are the big turkeys. But 
of late much improvement has been 
made in the white turkeys, which are 
a much smaller variety. 
In America the white turkey is call­ 
ed the White Holland. White turkeys
